The British Govern- 
ment frankly and manfully concedes a point of 
international law which it has contested for 
twenty years, and which hitherto it has stead- 
ily and stubbornly refused to yield. The Earl 
of Maumessuny; after stating. the precise 
point so dong at issue, candidly de- 
clared. that “the Government, fortified by 
the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown, 
had admitted the international (aw as (aid 
dewn by the American Minister for Foreign. 
Affeirs.”’”, Mr. Fitzexnatp, another member of 
the Government, after stating that “the de- 
cided opinion of the law officers was, that by 
international law we had no right of search— 
NO RIGHT OF VISITATION WHaTEVER, in time of 
peace,”—added, that “ they had thougnt it 
would be unbecoming in the Britich Govero- 
| ment to delay for one moment the avowal of 
this conclusion.” » Words could nofbe more ex- 
plicit or decisive. ; Great Britain. abandons, 
decisively and forever, the right of arresting, 
detaining, and visiting or searching American 
vessels on the high seas.in iime of peace, for 
any purpose whatever. . This principle is now 
distinctly recognized by that great maritime 
power which has always denied it hitherto; 
and this result is due wholly and exclusively 
to the resolute and determined position of the 
American Government. 


So far we have been clearly and triumphant- 
ly in the right. It ig, therefore, all the more 
important that we should not allow ourselves 
now to be put in the wrong. It has been 
charged ‘against us by our enemies, and up to 
the present time by the British Press, that our 
denial of the right of Visit arid of Search was 
the result of desire to tolerate the Slave- 
trade. '-We can afford now to refute that slan- 
der. Indeed we must do so, or else admit its 
truth: “We canatttonger remain indifferent 
to the prostitution of our flag to a traffic which 
is not only condemned by the sentiment of the 
Christianpworld,but which our own laws have 
branded a8 piracy and. have forbidden under 
the most fearful penalties. We must our- 
selves assume and exercise that Police of the 
seas, so far as our own vessels are concerned, 
which we have denied to other nations, and 
which wé ‘have compelled Great Britain to 
abandon. We do not agree with the London 
Times in the that the Anti-Slave-trade 
crusade must be abandoned. On the contrary, 
the interést of every civilized nation, and the 
honor of humanity require that it should be 
prosecuted with new vigor and increased effi- 
ciency. The Times assumes—what we be- 
lieve to be utterly untrue—that the people and 
the Government of the United States are: 
friendly, or at least indifferent to the prosecu- 
tion of this inhuman traffic. Unless the steady 
tenor of all our, public action has. been a lie, 
nothing could possibly be more untrue. We 
have denounced it—made laws against it— 
entered into treaties for its suppression, and 
sent fleets to break it up. That the results 
have not been more satisfactory has been the 
fault of the measures adopted. It only remains 
that we resort to others more practical aad 
more efficient. _ 

The British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated that active negotiations were going on 
upon this subject between the two Govern- 
ments, and with good prospects of success. 
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We trust this assurance will prove to have 
been well founded. We think Gen. Gass hit 
upon the precise difficulty and suggested the 
proper remedy, in his closing dispatch to 
Lord Narrez : and we hope he will press upon 
the British Government the necegsity of giv- 
ing its future action this direction. Cuba is 
now. the only great slave market of the world :-— 
and England and the United States should 
combine to shut that market and render it im-

We should not be at 
all astonigbed to learn that the foreign agents of the 
United States ate without authority to interpose any 
obstacle. Is it the insufficiency of the law, or the 
te potence of the Government to enforce it? Is it « 
necessaly or a voluntary toleration ?”

The prices paid by the Spanish Slave-traders 
in Cuba for American vessels ig so large, that, 
in periods of commercial stegoation the Ame- 
rican owner is very glad to send his idle craft 
thither to market. It departs ‘with the usual, 
papers, because there ig no earthly reason for 
denying them. Even were the object of the voy-

An article in the Nord, the Russian organ 
at Brusséls, professes to be founded on an in- 
timate study of the entire’ diplomatic history 
of the Slave-trade aad Right of Search: It 
says: 

in 1824, a Convention was concluded between 
England and the United States, out Congress refused 
to ratify it. G efforts were made ten years later 
by France and united to obtain from the 
United States their assent to the treaties of 1631 and 
1833, but they refused ab before, because of the right of 
mutual visit strpulated by those Conventions.” 

The treaty of 1824 was negotiated by Ricu- 
arp Rusa and Gongs Cannise. Its stipula- 
tions were accepted and entirely approved by 
President Monroz and-fecretary Joun Quincy 
Avams. It conceded pot only a mutual right 
of visit, but a mutual right of search. Even 
in the United States’ Senate that concession 
met with no opposition. But so much of the 
treaty as included the waters of the United 
States in what was‘termed the “ suspicious 
belt,” and authorized the arrest and search of 
our innocent merchantmen even within sight 
of our own shores, Was stricken out, and the 
treaty, with this single alteration, returned to 
London for ratification. That it was net rati- 

fied, and that the right of search has not been 
reciprocally exercised from that day to this, to 
the destruction of the Slave-trade, is an etror 
for which Great Britain is answerable.
